To  the  Editor:  This  letter  is  written 
in  response  to  several  writers  to  man- 
agement who  wrote  that  they  wanted 
to  see  my  side  of  the  dispute  in  the 
Folio,  and  sent  copies  to  me.  The 
principal  charge  justifying  my  being 
dropped  from  the  Morning  Show  was 
stated  by  Program  Director  Berson  in 
her  letter  of  March  23:  'Tour  coop- 
eration has  been  inconsistent  at  best," 
and  is  expanded  upon  by  Manager 
Lockwood  in  the  June  Folio,  writing 
about  "20  minute-long  monologues 
by  Bill  during  peak  radio  listening 
time,"  to  give  the  impression  that  that 
was  typical  of  those  broadcasts.  I  had 
been  asked  to  change  my  style  in  a 
letter  from  Berson  of  December  8th. 
Referring  back  to  that,  I  wrote  her 
March  25 ,  in  my  response  to  her  letter 
dropping  me:  "I  enclose  the  ques- 
tions I  brought  in  for  the  hosts  to  feed 
me  for  nine  programs  from  12/26  to 
date.  They  are  prima  face  evidence 
that  I  did  my  damnednest  to  do  the 
program  in  the  way  you  and  the  pro- 


ducers wanted.  I  tried  brief  ques- 
tions, hoping  not  to  confuse  my  col- 
leagues. It  proved  not  to  be  enough  to 
clue  them  in.  I  tried  longer  ones, 
including  the  essence  of  my  answers 
to  help  them  know  where  the  discus- 
sion would  go.  They  simply  didn't 
read  them.  There  was  always  time 
for  them  to  do  so,  because  we  were  in 
the  studio  together."  Management 
has  totally  ignored  at  least  450  peti- 
tion signers  (only  the  number  whose 
gatherers  chose  to  send  me  copies), 
100  letter  writers  (ditto),  and  an  ex- 
traordinary picket  line  of  80  people, 
some  of  whom  drove  an  hour  and  a 
half  from  Bolinas,  Santa  Rosa, 
Cupertino  to  participate,  followed  by 
logical,  rational,  considered  presen- 
tations by  at  least  20  of  them  at  a 
KPFA  Advisory  Board  meeting  af- 
terward. With  no  other  means  of 
reaching  listeners  at  large,  I  discussed 
this  issue  in  my  broadcast  of  April 
30th.  That  violation  of  a  rule  forbid- 
ding discussion  of  "internal  affairs" 


of  the  station  resulted  in  my  being 
taken  off  the  air  entirely.  The  station 
didexceedingly  well  without  that  rule 
for  the  first  half  of  it's  existence, 
including  the  entire  turbulent  '60s.

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Moving 
Forward

AFTER  MANY  DECADES  of  doing  radio  in  pretty 
much  the  same  old  way,  KPFA  is  about  to  transform 
its  air  sound.  Times  have  dramatically  changed  since 
Pacifica's  birth  in  1949.  In  the  40's  and  50's,  there 
were  relatively  few  channels  to  choose  from  com- 
pared to  today's  hurricane  of  media  over-load.  Forty- 
five  years  ago,  people  listened  to  radio  in  the  same 
way  they  watched  early  TV;  they  set  aside  blocks  of 
time  for  their  favorite  shows,  often  using  a  printed 
program  guide  to  help  them  select  what  they  wanted 
to  watch  or  hear.  Now,  with  the  advent  of  cable  TV 
and  radio,  direct-to-dish  satellite  transmissions,,  spe- 
cialized digital  audio  and  video  subchannels,  there  is 
a  glut  of  programming  on  the  market,  all  available 
instantly  at  the  touch  of  a  button.  "Channel  surfing" 
has  become  the  new  listening  and  viewing  pattern. 
Often,  we  quickly  flip  the  dial  to  catch  a  show  on  the 
run  as  we  commute  to  work  and  back.  In  this  oversatu- 
rated  1990's  media  market,  KPFA  has  been  getting 
lost  amid  the  diversity.  Although  more  and  more 
people  listen  to  radio  eveiy  day,  only  a  small  portion 
of  potential  listeners  in  our  signal  area  currently  even 
know  of  KPFA's  existence.  Competing  for  recogni- 
tion is  difficult  and  growing  more  so.  Unless  Pacifica 
stations  make  some  format  changes  to  keep  pace  with 
the  modern  beat,  we  will  be  drowned  out.  Unless  our 
air  sound  becomes  more  competitive,  we  will  loose 
audience  numbers  and  subscribers. 

That  is  why  we  have  decided  to  overhaul  our 
broadcast  schedule  and  format.  We  have  slowly, 
with  great  deliberation,  moved  to  reorganize  our 
programming  to  take  into  consideration  the  changing 
habits  of  radio  listeners.  These  changes  will  take 
effect  on  August  1st. 

Although  there  will  be  changes  in  the  type  of 
programs  that  are  heard  during  specific  blocs  of  time, 
the  basic  content  and  quality  of  KPFA 's  programming 
will  not  be  altered.  In  fact,  we  intend  for  the  station  to 
sound  better than  it  has,  to  be  much  more  listenable  and 
valuable.  This  should  help  us  to  convey  the  Pacifica 
message  to  a  much  greater  audience.  We  have  simply 
decided  to  pay  closer  attention  to  the  needs,  desires  and 
habits  of  current  and  potential  listeners. 

For  example,  younger  people  listen  to  radio  in 
the  evenings,  so  why  should  a  rap  music  program  be 
on  in  the  afternoon?  Commuters  seek  out  news  and 
short  public  affairs  programs  during  early  morning 
hours.  Why  not  provide  those  spoken  word  shows 
with  traffic  and  weather  reports? 

We  have  discovered  that  a  consistent  daily 
broadcast  schedule  is  also  one  of  the  best  ways  to 
reach  and  to  maintain  an  audience.  In  our  current 
hodge-podge  schedule,  if  you  discover  a  bluegrass 
show  that  you  like  at  1  PM  on  Friday  afternoon,  you 
will  probably  expect  to  find  the  same  kind  of  music 
at  1  PM  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  or  Thurs- 
day. With  our  current  schedule,  you  will  be  disap- 
pointed. Unless  you  are  a  KPFA  devote,  you  will 
probably  surf  away  from  94. 1  FM  and  on  to  some

other  station  whose  schedule  and  format  is  more 
predictable.  With  this  in  mind,  we  are  restructuring 
our  schedule  to  provide  a  more  consistent  pattern  of 
music  and  spoken  word  programs. 

Many  listeners  and  subscribers  have  voiced 
concerns  that  long-standing  and  venerable  programs 
will  be  taken  off  the  air.  Our  audience  research  has 
discovered  that  because  of  their  infrequency,  many  of 
our  monthly  or  biweekly  shows  do  not  reach  very 
many  people.  Restructuring  our  schedule  does  not 
inherently  mean  that  these  shows  will  disappear.  It 
simply  means  that  many  will  reemerge  as  limited 
series  of  programs  to  be  broadcast  for  a  number  of 
weeks  in  a  consistent  time  slot.  Some  shows  will  not 
change  at  all,  while  others  may  emerge  as  segments 
featured  during  drive  time  slots. 

These  changes  have  not  come  about  suddenly. 
We  have  been  thinking  about  it  for  years,  discussing, 
meeting,  arguing  and  finally  reaching  a  consensus 
over  the  past  several  months.  The  anguish  has  been 
extraordinary,  but  I  believe  that  the  outcome  will  be 
worth  it. 

Many  specifics  of  the  new  format  have  yet  to  be 
worked  out.  Some  programs  are  already  formulated; 
others  will  be  developed  as  we  go  along.  For  instance, 
The  Morning  Show  with  Kris  and  Philip  will  continue 
to  be  heard  from  7-9  AM  on  weekday  mornings. 
Brainstorm  continues  every  weekday  at  noon,  and 
Flashpoints  every  weekday  at  five.  Our  acclaimed 
Evening  News  will  still  be  heard  at  6  PM.  Other 
programs  will  most  likely  be  heard  at  new  times  and 
days.  The  point  is  not  to  force  you  to  change  your 
listening  habits.  Rather,  it  is  to  make  our  schedule 
conform  to  the  way  that  you  listen  to  the  radio. 

Pacifica  will  not  alter  its  values,  its  goals  or  its 
mission.  We  will  not  go  commercial,  as  many  "pub- 
lic" stations  are  doing  in  the  face  of  federal  budget 
cuts.  We  will  continue  to  refuse  any  corporate  under- 
writing of  programs.  However,  as  KPFA  and  the 
Pacifica  Network  enter  the  21st  century,  we  must  be 
ready  to  embrace  change  if  we  are  to  survive.  If  we 
plan  to  take  into  account  major  changes  in  the  tele- 
communications industry  today,  we  will  be  in  a  much 
stronger  position  ten,  fifteen,  even  fifty  years  from 
now  to  continue  fulfilling  our  mission:  To  provide  a 
voice  for  those  who  have  been  silenced;  to  foster  the 
dialogue  of  peace  and  reconciliation;  to  promote 
diversity  and  multiculturalism  in  artistic  expression, 
and  openness  to  all  issues  and  ideas  no  matter  how 
unpopular  or  controversial;  to  challenge  and  to  agi- 
tate for  social  change,  justice,  equality  and  environ- 
mental sanity.  KPFA  was  born  at  the  start  of  the  Cold 
War  in  1949.  This  gadfly  has  survived  the  turbulent 
second  half  of  the  Twentieth  Century.  Perhaps  in  the 
first  half  of  the  Twenty  First  Century,  we  can  prosper 
and  contribute  toward  building  a  more  livable  world. 

Throughout  the  month  of  July,  we  will  broad- 
cast periodic  announcements  about  our  new  sched- 
ule. Also,  pay  close  attention  to  the  upcoming  ex- 
panded August- September  double  Folio  for  details.
